Slot-car 
racing has 
become 
a top pop 

hobby

THE two drivers couldn't have been 
more than 14 years old. Yet they 
handled their cars — a. white Lotus and 
a red Mercedes — with the skill of 
veterans. 

Round and round the track the cars 
sped until one, the Mercedes, hit a curve 
toe quickly arid somersaulted into the 
guard-raiL 

Its young driver laughed ruefully. He 
picked up his l-24th-scale model car 
and, after checking it for damage, 
replaced it on the track, all set for 
another race. 

Sin I -car Tacini}, dial hip Australian craze, 
has ihrills and spills like the real ihinsj bin 
none of the dangers — and there's go age 
limit. 

Pre-teens and grand fathers get together at the 
track for a "hum." 

Operation of the cars looks simple if yon are 
a bystander. But once you try to work them 
yourself you find that steady nerves nnd light- 
ning reflexes are needed unless you want ymir 
car to spend most of ill time upside-down. 

The driver operates bin model with a hand- 
held device — pressing a button to accelerate^ 
releasing it to decelerate* 

Slot-car racing takes its name from the slot 
or groove in the centre of each lanr through 
which the cars make contact with ihe power. 

The idea originated in England, but the 
United States was the first to commercialise 
the hobby. 

Although the sport has been active in Aus- 
tralia since 1959, the boom began 18 months 
ago when the fitit commercial centre was built, 

Today there are 5U to bQ private clubs in 
New South Wales, and about 160 conittiemal 
centres in Sydney alone. Victoria has perhaps 
even more private club*, together with 2f> 
commercial centres in country towns and 70 
in Melbourne, many of them converted from 
Mjuash courts and bowling centres.

BEING A FAMILY 
MAKES THE DIFFERENCE

SO you're one of the millions who dream 
of a remote inland nn which to retire 
from the rat- race? Before vt>u da, take a 
lung look deep into your heart. 

Complete isolation, according to English- 
bom Mr. Eleanor Alliston, can do strange 
things to city people. "Some of them almost 
go round the bend wh<n they realise they 
are cut off from the world," she says. 

And Mrs. Alliston speak* with authority. For 
the past 16 yearn she. her ex-Royal Navy officer 
huvtiand, John-, and their four 
children have been Iofoj of a 
wild island kingdom. 

The 40 miles which separate 
it from die coast of Tasmania, 
all hough only a pleasure flip for 
a seagull, can produce Rales and 
seas which make ti as remote as 
the South Pole for human beings. 

Mrs. All intern haft had many 
visitors and is convinced that must city people, 
as individuals, abhor solitude. On the island it s 
being a family thai makes all the difference. 

"J am sure I could challenge just about any 
family you Like to incut inn to do what we did 
and be juil as happy, ft is so easy for a staunch 
family to cut arrows ' difficulties as long as they 
work together/* she said. 

It is this theme of shared work % hardship, fear, 
love, and laughter which links the chapters of her 
just-published book, "Escape to an Island" ( Heine- 
maim, London). 

She says simply. 'We've been so hard-up as far 
as money goes, but thought of ourselves as rich." 

Their realm is Three Hummock Island, oil the

REUNION— VIA A SATELLITE

• The historic first satellite telecast between Australia and 
England last month reunited a mother, aged 86, in London 
with her son in Carnarvon, Western Australia. They had not 
seen one another for 19 years.

Tt is 500 miles long, but 
it has surface water for only 
three-quarters of a mill' from 
its mouth at Carnarvon, 
where it rushes in and out 
with the tides. People swim 
in it, ski on it, watching out 
for tharks and seasnakes. 

But beyond this it is an 
apparently dry riverbed — 
completely dry coarse sand 
on top. 

Along its tree-lined banks 
are lush plantations (hat 
maif their owners rich — 
plantations irrigated by the 
dry river. Forty feet below 
its sandy surface are stored 
billions of gallons of water 
I hat are pumped up crystal 
clear through tin* filtering 
sand. 

The plantations are queer, 
too. Bananas grow on the 
liver flats instead of on the 
doping hi I hide sites used in 
New South Wales and 
Queensland. 

Carnarvon, 100 miles 
south of the Tropic of Capri- 
corn, thai passes through 
Queensland's Rotkhampton, 
grows anything, provided it 
is watered from the dry 
river bed. Pecan nuts, for 
instance; avocados, pine- 
apples, tomatoes, cotton: 
you name it, they grow it, 
And just to mate the other 
side of the Black Stump 
weirder than ever, there is 
not a stone m Carnarvon, 
not a gibber, not a rock. To 
bind and make roads the 
shire has to sieve the coaTse 
river sand for coarser con- 
lent so fine it could hardly 
be called gravel. 

There is no TV in Car- 
narvon, but its 4000 resi- 
dents and the town are the 
slant of the first live telecast 
by satrliiic direct from Aus- 
tt:t\\A to the 11 DC in London. 

When the ABG program 
started, it was 2. 30 p.m. in 
Carnarvon. The sunshine was 
brilliant, but it was cool for 
there, only 78 degrees. In 
London it was 6.30 a.m. on 
a cold, foggy, winter day.

tt Was an excellent teie- 
cast, clearer, according to 
BBC technicians, than any 
pictures yet received from 
America by satellite. 

Excculivc producer and 
compere of the program for 
the ABC was Kim Corcoran, 
assisted by Dr. Peter Pock- 
ley. ABC-TV's organiser of 
scientific programs, as co- 
mmpere. They did a won* 
dcrful job. 

Hie liare Ixmes of the pro- 
gram bad been rehearsed, 
but no one knew what 
exactly would happen in 
such emotional circum- 
stances; how the satellite 
would I >e have. 

Before the Brightwell re- 
union two other families, the

Frank Vinton and Alan 
Cilham and their wives and 
faint lies have been in Aus- 
tralia only a little over 1?

Kim Corcoran began by 
introducing the people of 
Carnarvon, who clustered 
round him in the main 
street, then handed over to 
Peter Pock ley while he 
crossed to the families who 
were to taik to relatives. 

Peter Pockley was on the 
balcony of the Port Hotel, 
the focal point of a lot of 
Carnarvon living, with its 
young owner, Wilson Tuckey, 
30. who at 27 was Mayor of 
Carnarvon, and Clarrie Lew- 
incton. of Hoolathana Sta- 
tion, south of Carnarvon 

hoolathana Station is big- 



ger than the county of Car- 
narvonshire, in Wales, and 
CLarrie had raced in from 
shearing to do his bit for 
the telecast. 

Wilson Tuclccy was brief 
and vivid as he spoke about 
the town, "Tt is the people 
who make Carnarvon. It's 
a great town. You don't 
have to have muney to get 
on here. You just have to 
have enthusiasm." 

The telecast ended or 
faded away as the satellite 
a I id out of range in a sight 
that must have been pu'&ljng 
to English people — Peter 
Pockley standing knee-deep 
in aboriginal children, talk- 
ing to Carnarvon's Flying 
Padrc T the Rev. John Mc- 
Cahon, of the Australian In- 
land Mission. 

Mr, McCahdn is a rangy 
bfi. 4inu with a big mous- 
tache* He was wearing 
khaki slacks and an open- 
necked khaki shirt as he 
talked about his parish, 
which is three times bigger 
than the British I files. 

I have never sren any man 
less like an English vicar 
than Mr. McCahoiL He was 
tlie light nute to finish on as 
i he picture faded and Frank 
[field's voice singing "Waltz- 
ing Matilda" closed die show. 

At first in Carnarvon, I 
couldn't imagine why it had 
been chosen as the site of the 



first program, ahead of so 
many other more photogenic 
places. 

Mr. Leo Ma hour, manager 
of Australia's Overseas Tele- 
C o m m u n i c a tiona Earth 
Station on Brown's Range, 
four miles south-east of Car- 
narvon, gave me the answer. 

Carnarvon sits fortuitously 
in one of the few positions 
on earth from where the pas- 
sage of a spacecraft from the 
earth to the moon can he 
covered all the way* For 
this reason its soil was chosen 
to lake the sophisticated 
electronic gear for communi- 
cating with the spacecraft.

entire wall; and they can also 
be shown how to walk out 
here. 

This: U rather more subtle 
than it sounds, because walk- 
ing in a bridal gown is quitr 
different fmtii walking in any 
other kind of garment. You 
have to kick the front of the 
sown with each step you take, 
lifting it an inch or two; 
otherwise you might tread on 
the hem and pitch forward 
and break your neck — a -silly 
and undignified way to end 
the most important day of 
your life.

I'd 
chatted with her, right here 
in the Lounge, only two days 
ago t when she came in for the 
final fining of her wedding 
gown. She had charmed 
everybody in the department:

[ unlodted the stock rooms 
and the Cooler (which is 
actually slightly refrigerated 
day and night to keep gowns 
absolutely fresh); then I went 
in*o my office, unlorked the 
filing cabinet, and took out 
the department books, includ- 
ing the daily diary, in which 
the cutis u Itanls keep a record 
of all appointments and T 
keen a record of all orders 
and deliveries. 

Bridal gowns are special 
firders, which means — as T 
had tried to tell Mother this 
morning -that the manufac- 
turer requires as much as 
six weeks to make them. So, 
when a bride-to-l>e comes to 
uj shr Selects a particular de- 
sign, in a particular material; 
the consultant takes her 
measurements and passes the 
order to me. 1 then place 
the order with the manufac- 
turer and get a delivery date 
from him. The bride is 
notified when to come in for 
her first fitting; and it is my 
responsibility to see that the 
imwn is actually in Bridal 
Department on the promised 
date. It's conducive to ulcers, 
sleepless new. and grey hairs. 

But as far as ! could see 
we had a nice uncomplicated 
day ahead of us, just right for 
an assistant buyer who was 
celebrating her twenty* 
seventh birthday. The most 
important appointment was at 
two thirty, when a girl named 
Mis* Alhacini and her ten 
bridesmaids were coming in 
for a fitting. This was plain 
sailing, however, because I'd 
already received delivery notes 
for the complete order — it 
had all been delivered by the 
manufacturer and was wait- 
ing to be picked up in the 
r-1 riving room, down in the 
basement.
